CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


“The inevitable desire of labor,” wrote a Socialist publi- 
cation, “is to get as much money for as little work as possible; 
and equally the inevitable desire of capital is to get as much 
work for as little wages as possible.” 

This inclination, like other “inevitable desires” of fallen 
nature, and all human selfishness and rebellion against the 
law of God, must be combated by labor and capital alike. 

The first condition for successful resistance is that both 
parties acknowledge the existence of these evils and con- 
sciéntiously seek to determine their extent. It is not right 
for either side merely to point to the fpults of the other. 

Here is the fatal mischief done by Socialism. Here, too, 
is the serious harm often caused by some of the foremost 
representatives of labor. | 

Capital is no less to blame when it draws its robes of 
righteousness about it and prepares to throw its stones at 
labor. 

Confession, repentance, and a firm resolution of amend- 
ment are the need of the hour, and not self-justification. The 
remedies to end the struggle between the different classes of 
society, as Pope Leo XIII pointed out, are to be found only in 
the precepts of the Gospel, as always taught by the Catholic 
Church. 

While it is too much to expect that either of the great 
bodies of capital and labor will forthwith lay aside the old 
Adam and instantly unite to bring about the reign of Chris- 
tian charity and social justice upon earth, yet it is the duty 
of every individual worker and employer to contribute at least 
his share towards bringing about this happy consummation of 
Divine Will. 

On the part of labor, let there be conscientious service; 
on the part of capital, adequate remuneration; on the part of 
both, mutual regard, consideration and forbearance. 

“Let love be without dissimulation,” writes St. Paul, 
‘hating that which is evil; clinging to that which is good; 
loving one another with the charity of brotherhood. . . to no 
man rendering évil for evil; providing good things not only in 
the sight of God but also in the sight of men.” 

This high ideal Catholics must seek to realize in their 
lives. Thus the good example o£ even a few fearless and up- 
right men, inspired in all their aetions by the inflexible prin- 
ciples of their Holy Faith, will act like a handful of leaven to
